SEEING THE SEA SEHPENT. 


Captain William H. Nelson of the ship 


Sacramento, which reached this port nbout 
the middle of last month after n siitoen 
months' voyage to Australia, China and ad- 
jaoont islands, and is now at Pier 11 East 
river, has seen the son serpent. "I have 
never had any confidence in tho yarns which 
have been told from time to time by sou- 
mon about tho eea serpent," ho said to a 
World reporter, "for you know water dogs 
have a faculty for stretching things a little, 
but £ must confess my opinion is changed 
since I saw this monster. 
Whether it was 


the real sea serpent or not I don't know, but 
call it that or whatever else you have B 
mind, it was certainly a very strange orea- 
turo. I never saw anything like it before in 
all my forty-eight years' experience nt Boa. 
Wo left New York on July 10, 1877, and 
sailed for fifty-eight days with fair winds 
and no unusual incidents. About noon on 
the forty-ninth day, 
in latitude 31 degrees 


Ji'J minutes north, and longitude 37 de- 
grees west, tho man at tho wheel—John 
Hart was his name—noticed an immense 
motionless body lying on tho surface of tho 
sea only a short - distance from tho ship. 
Tho sea at tho time was vory quint and tho 
object was in plain sight. 
Tho animal had 


the appearance of u very large snako of 
from fifty to sixty feet in length, nnd lay 
perfectly motionless upon tho surface of tho 
water, with its tail only, and a small portion 
of tho body near it, submerged. 
The body 


of the serpent was about the size of an or- 
dinary flour barrel. The head was like an 
alligator's nnd the month contained rows of 
teeth. The color of tho boast was yollow- 
ish brown. About ten foot from his head 
was p largo pair of flippers. When first 
soon by Hart its head was raised somo throe 
foot above tho surface of the sea. 
The man 


must have been wild at the sight, for ho 
howled down to ino that there WOB a sea 
sorpont near by. If ho'd said anything else 
but soa sorpent I'd have gono right up, but 
that word staggered me, and I simply sat 
down and laughed. 
I wont up in a few 


minutes, though, and saw the creature n 
short way astern. 
Ever since that day I'm 


satisfied that tho sea serpont exists, for 
tho rest of the voyago tho sailors were on 
the lookout for more."—[N. Y. World, Do- 
oomber 2(1.
